SUBJECT: SADAT ON WEIZMAN/GAMASY MEETING 

FOR THE AMBASSADOR FROM THE SECRETARY 

1 . I AM TALKING TO DINITZ TODAY AND WOULD LIKE YOU TO 
SEE BEGIN BEFORE HIS DEPARTURE TO CONVEY THE FOLLOWING. 

2. WE HAVE HAD A REPORT FROM SADAT FOLLOWING HIS MEETING 
WITH WEIZMAN WHICH INDICATES. ON THE BASIS OF THAT MEETING, 

THAT SADAT IS SOMEWHAT WORRIED THAT HIS AND ISRAELIS' 

THINKING, ON EVE OF ISMAILIYA MEETING, ARE AT VARIANCE. 

HIS CONCERN IS NOT REPEAT NOT JUST ABOUT SINAI ISSUES BUT 
OVER BROADER AND FUNDAMENTAL ISSUES. AS THE PRIME MINISTER 
KNOWS, SADAT FEELS VERY DEEPLY THAT AFTER THE HISTORIC 
MEETINGS IN JERUSALEM WE ARE IN A NEW ERA. HIS EXPECTA- 
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TIONS, BASED ON HIS SENSE OF THE PERSONAL RELATIONSHIP AND 
MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING ACHIEVED WITH BEGIN, ARE HIGH. HE 
IS PINNING A GREAT DEAL ON HIS CONVICTION THAT HE AND 
BEGIN SHARE SENSE OF HISTORIC MOMENT AND ON HIS ADMIRATION 
FOR PM'S STATESMANSHIP AND DEDICATION TO PEACE. 

3. WE HAVE REMINDED SADAT THAT THESE ARE DIFFICULT PROB- 
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LEMS WHICH WILL REQUIRE PATIENCE AND NEGOTIATION. I AM 

SURE THE PRIME MINISTER IS FULLY AWARE, HOWEVER, OF THE 
HIGH HOPES PRESIDENT SADAT HAS PINNED ON THIS VISIT AND 
OF HIS GREAT CONFIDENCE THAT HE AND BEGIN WILL BE ABLE TO 
TRANSCEND PAST DIFFICULTIES AND ACHIEVE A BREAKTHROUGH. 

AS WE AGREED IN WASHINGTON, IT IS CRITICALLY IMPORTANT 
THAT BEGIN BE ABLE TO SUCCEED IN SUSTAINING THE REMARKABLE 
RAPPORT AND CONFIDENCE ACHIEVED IN JERUSALEM AND, SPECI- 
FICALLY, BE ABLE TO CONVINCE PRESIDENT SADAT, AS HE HAS 
PRESIDENT CARTER, OF HIS OPEN MINDEDNESS AND DETERMINATION 
TO SOLVE THE PROBLEMS. 

4. I BELIEVE IT IS IMPORTANT THAT I SHARE WITH THE PRIME 
MINISTER MY PERCEPTIONS OF THE APPROACH WHICH PRESIDENT 
SADAT IS TAKING TO THE CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS. HIS VIEW 

IS THAT HE HAS MADE THE PRINCIPAL CONCESSION THAT HAS 
BEEN ASKED OF HIM IN OFFERING TO MAKE A FULL PEACE AND 
DEMONSTRATING HIS READINESS TO DO SO. THEREFORE, HE FEELS 
THAT THE ISRAELI RESPONSE OUGHT TO BE OF THE SAME 
CHARACTER-THAT IS A REFLECTION OF A FUNDAMENTAL ISRAELI 
DECISION ON THE KEY ISSUES WHICH ARE OF CONCERN TO THE 
ARABS. HE IS PREPARED TO NEGOTIATE THE DETAILS OF SECURITY 
AND OF HOW THE RESOLUTION OF OTHER ISSUES WILL BE IMPLE- 
MENTED, BUT HE DOES NOT SEE HIS COMING TALK WITH PRIME 
MINISTER BEGIN AS A NEGOTIATION OVER THE QUESTIONS OF 
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BOUNDARIES AND ARAB SOVEREIGNTY IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 
PRIME MINISTER BEGIN WILL, OF COURSE, MAKE HIS OWN DE- 
CISIONS ABOUT HOW TO DEAL WITH THIS, BUT I FELT THAT HE 
SHOULD BE AWARE OF THE FACT THAT SADAT APPROACHES PROBLEMS 
LIKE THIS ON A BROAD PLANE AND IS HOPING THAT PRIME MINIS- 
TER BEGIN WILL TAKE A SIMILAR APPROACH IN THEIR TALKS. 

5. PLEASE CONVEY TO THE PRIME MINISTER, AS HE PREPARES 
TO LEAVE FOR EGYPT, OUR APPRECIATION OF THE HISTORIC 
IMPORTANCE OF HIS MEETING WITH PRESIDENT SADAT. WE ARE 
CONFIDENT, FROM THE UNDERSTANDING AND THE STATESMANSHIP 
THE PRIME MINISTER SHOWED IN OUR DISCUSSION IN WASHINGTON 
LAST WEEKEND THAT HE WILL MEET THIS CHALLENGE SUCCESSFULLY. 
OUR PRAYERS AND OUR BEST WISHES WILL BE WITH HIM AND 
PRESIDENT SADAT ON SUNDAY. 

6. FOR AMBASSADOR FROM SAUNDERS: SECRETARY IS NOW 
SCHEDULED TO SEE DINITZ AT 1700 EST FRIDAY. WE WILL TRY 

TO SEND YOU SOME WORD ON THAT MEETING, ALTHOUGH THE SECRE- 
TARY WILL BE ALONE, BECAUSE THE SECRETARY'S APPROACH WILL 
BE USEFUL FOR YOU TO HAVE IN THE BACK OF YOUR MIND IN 
CASE YOU HAVE NOT ALREADY SEEN BEGIN. YOU SHOULD NOT DELAY 
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EXECUTION OF INSTRUCTIONS IN THIS TELEGRAM WAITING FOR 
THAT ONE.
